To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  in  the  County  of  Merrimack,  in  said  State, 
Qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall, 
in  said  Hooksett,  N.  H.,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  (12th) 
day  of  March  next,  at  ten  (10)  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  observance  of  Old 
Home  Day. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount 
of  two  (2)  %  on  all  taxes  (except  poll  taxes)  paid  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  July. 


5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  aid  to  help  in 
the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  Town. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  nine 
(9)  street  lights  on  Peppin  Road  and  Prescott  Heights 
Road  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  annual- 
ly for  maintenance  of  same  as  petitioned  for  by  Oscar 
Duhaime  and  13  others. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
street  light  on  Powell's  Hill,  north  of  the  residence  of 
M.  V.  Faust,  on  the  Branch  Turnpike  so-called,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  same.  As  peti- 
tioned for  by  Simeon  B.  Rowell  and  8  others. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  gravel  rough 
places  in  road  leading  from  residence  of  Ira  H.  Gate  to 
gravel  pieces  west  of  Nelson  Ferguson  House  and  raise 
and  oppropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Samuel  Poor  and  ten  (10)  others. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  gravel  so-called 
Manchester  road  leading  to  Hackett  Hill,  beginning  at 
Manchester  line,  gravel  north  towards  residence  of  Jos- 
eph Delorme  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Napoleon  Belisle  and  13 
others. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  recommended  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Highway  Department  for  State  Highways. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  all  trust 
funds  no:  hitecofore  accepted. 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Bud- 
get, as  a  whole  or  a  part. 

13,  The  following  article,  in  19  Sections,  is  inserted 
in  the  warrant  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  or  more 
voters,  the  same  being  recommended  by  the  so-called 
Civic  Club: 

1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  their  Town 
PoHcemen  annually  instead  of  the  Selectmen  appointing 
them  as  heretofore.  Said  Police  Officers  to  hold  no 
other  official  Town  Office  and  no  other  Official  to  hold 
more  than  One  office  at  any  one  time. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  Any 
Town  Official  Contracting  for  any  Work  or  Supplies  un- 
less appropriations  have  been  made  for  the  same  and 
appropriations  applied  as  voted.  All  work  and  supplies 
posted  or  let  out  for  bids  and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  if 
bond  is  furnished.     All  bids  to  be  opened  in  public. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the 
Town  Treasurer  froiii  paying  bills  against  the  Town 
v^hen  Said  Bills  are  not  Itemized  this  to  apply  to  all 
Town  Officials  as  well  as  others. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  let  roads  out  to 
one  or  more  Road  Agents,  to  look  after  the  60  miles 
more  or  less  of  the  Town  Roads  and  if  contracts  are  let 
out  they  must  be  by  bids  to  the  lowest  bidder  if  able  to 
furnish  reliable  Bond  for  same.  All  bids  to  be  opened 
in  public. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  Town 
Officials  from  exceeding  appropriations  in  Town  Budget 
without  first  calling  Town  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
appropriating  more  money  to  carry  on  the  work  under- 
taken. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discount  taxes 
paid  prior  to  December  1st  of  each  year  except  poll 
taxes.  Viz:  5  %  July  1st,  4  %  Aug.  1st,  3  %  Sept.  1st, 
2  %  Oct.  1st,  1  %  Nov,  1st  and  face  value  Dec,  1st  of 
each  year,  the  original  10  %  to  remain  in  force  after 
Dec.  1st.  Taxes  abated  of  each  year  reason  must  be 
given  in  Town  Report  how  much  and  why  and  who. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  voters  to 
question  Town  official  at  any  regular  Town  meeting  re- 
garding acts  and  duties  performed  during  their  time  in 
office  the  same  to  remain  in  force  until  rescinded  by 
the  Voters  of  the  Town. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $5,000  (five 
thousand  dollars)  for  Town  dirt  Roads  maintenance  for 
the  year  1929  and  each  year  thereafter  if  Article  4  (Sec- 
tion 4)  fails  to  pass, 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  to  have  Town 
reports  printed  by  Feb.  ISth  of  each  year  and  mailed  to 
the  voters  that  they  may  be  fully  informed  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  following  Town  meeting  this  act  to  continue 
until  discontinuBd  by  vote  of  Town.  All  bills  to  have 
voucher  Number  in  report, 

10.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  let  each  person  that 
works  for  town,  shall  draw  their  pay  direct  from  Treas- 
urer. All  bill  to  be  itemized,  and  showing  who  they 
work  for,  and  what  they  did,  and  time  done, 

11.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer to  pay  no  bills,  that  are  signed  by  owner  of  bills,- 
all  bills  to  have  two  signers, 

12.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  have  all  town  otti- 
cialls  receive  their  regular  salary,  and  10  cents  per  mile, 
nearest   way,   when    they  attend   any  meeting,  out  of 


town  in  regard  to  their  office,  all  bills  to  state  where 
they  went  and  when. 

13.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  have  all  articles 
passed  at  town  meeting  of  March  1929  printed  in  next 
town  report,  and  all  articles  passed  each  year  thereaf- 
ter.    With  law  on  water  etc.  precincts. 

14.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  to  have  towns  books 
audited  by  State  auditors,  beginning  April  1,  1929,  and 
on  Feb.  15  thereafter  every  3  years,  or  oftener  if  re- 
quire. 

15.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  have  all  bills  in  the 
last  Saturday  of  each  month,  and  payable  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  the  next  month,  all  bills  shall  state  where, 
when  and  how  much  done,  all  bills  for  work  shall  be  in- 
spected before  being  signed.  If  required  to  they  shall 
take  oath  before  any  one  authorized  to  do  so,  that  said 
bills  are  correct.  All  bills  sworn  to  shall  be  signed  to 
that  effect. 

16.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  that  any  one  taking 
two  offices,  shall  serve  the  first  offica  elected  or  appoin- 
ted to  without  pay. 

17.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $450, 
(four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars)  to  cover  all  expenses  of 
Police  department  each  year. 

18.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  appriate  $2000  (two 
thousand  dollars)  to  cover  salary  or  time  and  expenses 
of  Selectmen  each  year. 

19.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  all  names  that  the 
town  helps  in  town  report  each  year,  telling  what  help 
given,  how  much  and  date  helped. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  pusiness  that  may  legal- 
ly come  before  said  m.eeting. 
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Given  under  our  hand  and  seal  this  twenty-third 
day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine.

Report,  of  School  Board 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Hooksett : 

We  present  for  your  consideration  the  reports  of 
the  school  year  from  July  1,  1927  to  July  1,  1928. 

We  have  had  ten  rooms  in  session  during  this 
period,  with  the  same  teachers  as  last  year.  The  at- 
tendance of  pupils  has  been  of  good  average. 

The  School  Board  has  held  regular  meetings  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month  with  the  uper  Superin- 
dent  in  No.  6.  school  building,  when  all  bills  were  pre- 
sented and  examined. 

Minor  repairs  were  made  in  all  buildings  when 
deemed  necessary. 

In  No.  6  Primary  room  new  seats  and  desks  were 
installed. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to 
shingle  the  buildings  in  Hackett  Hill  district ;  to  replace 
chemical  tank  in  basement  of  No.  6,  and  to  make 
moderade  repairs  in  all  buildings  needed  for  sanitation 
and  the  welfare  of  the  children.  We  have  asked  for  a 
sum  to  meet  this  expense  in  the  budget. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  maintain  our  schools 
on  as  high  a  scale  of  efficiency  as  possible  and  to  that 
end  we  ask  for  your  cooperation.

REPORT  OF 

Superintendents  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Hooksett  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1928. 

There  were  maintained  during  the  year  ten  schools 
for  a  school-year  of  36  weeks,  with  no  change  in  the 
teaching  force. 

The  total  enrollment  was  278  (134  boys  144  girls), 
with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  94.26  per  cent. 
There  were  thirty-five  more  pupils  than  last  year. 
The  schools  were  in  session  on  an  average  of  34.78 
half-days. 

The  school  attendance  was  good.  Most  of  the  ab- 
sences were  caused  by  sickness.  The  cases  of  truancy 
were  confined  to  a  few  families  who  gave  as  a  reason 
their  inability  to  provide  proper  clothing. 

The  School  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,   Chap.  117: 

"The  school  board  of  every  district  shall  provide 
standard  elementary  schools  for  at  least  thirty-six  weeks 
in  each  year  at  such  places  in  the  district  as  will  best 
serve  the  interest  of  education  and  give  all  the  pupils 
within  the  district  as  nearly  equal  advantages  as  are 
practicable." 

The  school  authorities  have  endeavored  to  so  ar- 
range the  school  caleneder  that  this  law  may  be  carried 
out  and  are  constantly  studying  methods  of  improving 
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the  work  done  in  our  schools  and  ways  and  means  of 
eliminating  waste  in  the  expenditure  of  efforts  and 
money. 

Some  rural  schools  are  becoming  so  small  that  the 
cost  per  pupil  is  more  than  double  the  cost  per  pupil  in 
the  village  schools  and  the  educational  advantages  not 
as  good. 

The  School  Board  now,  as  in  times  past,  hesitates 
to  close  a  small  school  and  transport  the  pupils  as  long 
as  there  is  reasonable  prospect  of  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  large  enough  to  warrant  keeping  the 
school  open. 

The  rural  school,  with  the  great  decrease  in  rural 
population,  presents  a  serious  problem.  This  decrease 
is  taking  place  not  only  in  New  Hampshire  but  in  every 
state  in  the  Union. 

Frank  0.  Lowden,  former  governor  of  Illinois, 
speaking  before  the  National  Educational  Association 
at  Washington  on  Rural  Education  said  : 

"The  trek  city-ward  is  already  under  way.  If  it 
shall  go  on  as  rapidly  as  it  has  for  the  last  five  years, 
the  next  generation  will  witness  a  farm  population 
largely  composed  of  the  physically  and  mentally  unfit. 

"Educators  have  not  been  blind  to  this  distressing 
contrast.  In  some  sections  of  the  country,  consolidated 
country  schools  have  been  established.  These  schools 
have  marked  a  vast  improvement  in  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity, for  farmers  are  eager  to  give  their  children  a 
good  education  as  are  those  who  live  in  the  cities  and 
the  towns" 

In  some  localities  there  is  no  boarding  place  for  the 
teacher,  located  near  the  school  house  having  the  con- 
veniences as  a  modern  home.  Teachers  hesitate  to 
accept  a  school  unless  they  can  have  a  good  boarding 
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place  with  a  well-heated  and  lighted  room  in  which  they 
may  do  their  work    uadisturbad. 

HEALTH 

The  school  nurse,  Miss  Douillette,  has  done  faithful 
and  efficient  work. 

The  health  of  the  child  in  a  large  measure  deter- 
mines his  regularity  of  attendance,  his  behavior  and  his 
ability  to  do  his  work. 

Efficient  supervision  and  instruction  in  matters  of 
health  should  have  an  important  place  in  school  organ- 
ization. 

SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

The  teachers  were  faithful  and  worked  earnestly 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  puplis. 

The  noon  and  recess  periods  offer  to  both  teacher 
and  pupils  an  opportunity  for  pleasure  and  profit. 
Athletic  games — baseball  games,  volley  ball,  basket  ball 
and  other  games  may  be  promoted  and  on  stormy  days 
educational  games  —  arithmetic,  geography,  history, 
spelling,  and  cross-word  puzzles  may  be  enjoyed.  The 
success  of  these  supervised  school  periods  depends  upon 
the  initiative  and  skill  of  the  teacher. 

The  standardized  test  given  during  the  year  in  all 
the  fundamentals  showed  an  improvement  in  the  work 
done  in  these  branches  during  the  year. 

Parents  and  citizens  are  invited  to  visit  the  schools 
frequently. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co- 
operation and  assistance  given  to  me  by  the  teachers, 
the  School  Board  and  the  citizens.
